Wine consumption reached its highest level in Australia during 1951-52 at 1.8 
gallons per head, This compares with an average of 1.3 gallons during the three years 

ended 1948-49 and average consumption of 0.6 gallons during the years 1936-37 to 
1938-39. During 1952-53 and 1953-54, consumption was 1.4 gallons per head, falling 
oe to 1.1 gallons and increasing slightly to an estimated 1.2 gallons in
